MláS SEDGWICK’S NEW NOVEL. 


The following is a letter from the father of the hero 
o f the book, whose youthful propensity for the sea in­ 
duced him to join a privateer, during the old war, in 


which he was captured, and afterwards put on board the 
Jersey prison ship. 


“ On board the Jersey prison ship, 15th August. 
“ H o n o r e d P a r e n t s , 


“ W hen you see from where I date*, you will not ex- 
pect a very regular or agreeable letter ; but as you 
would rather hear any news o f me than none, I shall 
write just as I can snatch odd times, and trust to luck 
to send my letter. 
You must not think I am down­ 
hearted because I am in this infernal place, for I as­ 
sure you I am not ; and feel certain I shall yet live to 
h.avemy revenge—however, no more of that just now. 
but let me begin at the beginning. 
W e left you, you 
know, the 
10th June. 
After being out foity-eight 
hours, we gave chase to two vessels off Sandy Hook ~ 
W e soon found, however, that we had met with more 
than our match. 
They turned upon us, and we were 
obliged to crowd all sail and bear away as fast as we 
could— but in vain ; for near No Man’s Land they 
came up with us, and we, seeing it was sheer madness 
to resist, struck without a shot, expecting to be treated 
like gentlemen. 
But no such thing. 
W o were all ex­ 
cept the captain, put in irons, lashed together in couples 
like hounds, and stowed away between decks with 
nothing but coiled cables to lie on. 
Luckily I had not 
forgotten what you, father, told me of your manage­ 
ment when a prisoner in the old French war ; so I 
crooked my thumb-joints, and made them believe my

W e have no bedding 
nut one small blanket ; nor is more allowed in the 
coldest weather. 
The door and sides o f the vessel are 
not only damp, but wet— yes—streaming with the va­ 
por o f our breaths and bodies ; and the air which we 
breathe constantly, is such as you could not endure a 
moment. 
Wo have not even water sufficient for drink 
or cleanliness ; and even in sight o f our native hills, 
Mhere are gushing out in all directions the sweet and 
living springs, when we ask for more, a cask o f putrid 
water is furnished fsoin the hold ! 
If you could but 
see it !— but no !— I would not have you know the half 
we suffer. 
The boats from the shore are no longer 
permitted to come, so that resource is cut off. 
It was 
found lhat they had furnished the prisoners with knivos. 
With which somo hud eflecled their escape ; among 
these, one poor fellow was canght and brought back— 
■nice that ho has indeed been set free, in the only way 
I fear we shall any o f us ever be. 
A s a punishment, 
he was placed on the poop ihreo entire days and nights, 
in bud weather, with only half a prisoner’s allowance. 
Ihis, with Ills previous hardships, was too much for 
nun ; and yesterday he slipt his cable in spite of them. 
I wo days in the seven we have a mess compounded of 
oatmeal and salt-water. 
This is prepared in an enor­ 
mous copper boiler, which is eleaneU (think of this, 
mother) by one of us jumping in and washing it out 
with a rope-swab ! 
Then the mixture, boiled or not, 
as It happens, is let off at the cock to the heud-man of 
each m ep , in his kid. 
W e then seat ourselves round 
and eat it as we may with our hands, no spoons being 
furnished. 
The rest of our food is oondemned beef, and 
biscuits almost destroyed with the weavils. 
Sometimes 
by way o f variety, we have horse-heef, which we 
know by the half-round file rib-benes. 
But we may 
not eat even this miserable food— we may not lie 
m the scorching sun by day, nor suflbcate in pes­ 
tilential air by night— without imprecations, abuse, and 
o ven species of insult. 
Fellows fit only for the gallows 
at home, are here perinKtfd»^to lord it over u s; and 
some o f tho bravest of our ineffare either stung to mad­ 
ness by these reptiles, or broken down by their tyran- 
ny. 
Uh, my dear m other! when I go back in my mind 
to my happy home—when I see you all seated round 
the mcely^pread table, covered with good wholesome 
oread, and meat, and vegetables, sweet butler, rnjlk 
fresh from tlie cow , and water cool from the well— 
when 1 think of your clean beds, your fresh-aired room* 
— of your quiet Saturday nigljts and Sabbath rnorrtings 
when I think 1 can almostjiieiir our meeting-house 
bell, and see our folks turn out- in their best clothes, so 
clean and who[e— and then in tho evening see the lads 
«nd lasses when they get together fora little pleasure

tace, kneeling down to say my prayers to you when I 
was a little boy— when I think of all these things, and 
then o f what 1 am now— a poor loathsome creature, 
whom even the mother that bore me could not touch 
without a shudder— it seems as if my heart would burst 
And then to know, as I do, how difterently the prison 
ers ol war are treated with us ; how at this very mo­ 
ment they are as well off among our people as they 
themselves are—and yet, what beasts w e are made ! 
by heaven, it is too much ! 
“ 30th Oct. 
Worse and worse, my dear parents ; 
sickness has increased among us, as npght have been 
expected. 
Since I wrote the above I have been in the 
hespilal myself. 
Every two days the doctor comes to 
see the health of the vessel, and orders to the hospital- 
ships ail who are indisposed. 
I was sent on board the 
Hunter. 
At first I was rather glad o f the change, 
thinking nothing could be worse than what I left,— but 
1 was mistaken. Oh ! to be sick at bead and heart, and 
to receive no kind word ; to see the hard-hearted indif- 
lerence o f the physician ; to hear one’s self abused, to 
feel one a self kicked and culled without the strength to 
reply or to resist I 
The sick are placed in low bunks 
about six inches from the floor, just the size o f their 
bodtea, without any covering but a small blanket. 
Bad 
living and hardship of every kind had brought on the 
dropsy, and I was salivated and reduced to the gates of 
the grave ; but I have escaped, while many a better 
fellow is gone. 
But oh ! the horrors of death in such 
a place ! where the minds of men sink to a level with 
their poor degraded bodies. 
Much as I suffer from ma- 


hands both in irons, and moreover bad the barbarity to 
et us come through Hell-gate under a heavy squall, 
lying on our backs in this helpless condition, when, in 
case o f a capsize, wo could no more have helped our­ 
selves than so many tethered sheep. 
I 
pnf on board tho Jersey prison ship, 
Tliere our iron* were knocked 
on. 
1 he Jersey, perhaps you know, was a Spanisli 
ship taken by the British. 
They rate her at sixty guns, 
hut she IS more like eighty. 
Here we and other prison­ 
ers, amounting to one thousand, are crammed in be­ 
tween decks—God only knows how we can bear i t ; 
but il others stand it, I can. 
Boats sometimes come off 
to us from tl|g shore with bunns, fruits, cakes, and 
kmc.c-knacks, which such of us buy as have money.— 
VV nil this we are not altogether unprovided. 
Many of 


v\ Oman ; yet somehow I bear every thing here. 
Only 
think of a poor wretch dying in the midst of men sittin«» 
at cards, who, when he in his faintness and agony 
rolled against them, rudely shoved lim off with fierce 
paths, and let him breathe his last without even turn­ 
ing their eyes from their game !

The bodies (for several
